A change 
must take place soon to save the win- 
ter crops of Missouri and the 
west from destruction. 

It. is officially announced that tie 

ravages of the greén bug are beyond 
control. Immediate moderation at once 
alone Can pevent a total failure of the 
crops in some sections. Tue Bureau o- 
Entomology has exhausted al! its re- 
sources in attempting to exterminate 
the green bug. A fight has been main- 
tained for three months. Experts. say 
warm weather and sunshine must come 
quickly if winter wheat, oats and for- 
age crops are to be saved. Tie present 
outlook is discouraging, as frost pre- 
vails in Kansas and Oxlahoma and the 
weather in Texas is but little better. 
The work of fighting the green bug 
began in *Texas last January, with its 
first appearance. Every species of ex- 
periment known to the Agricultural De- 
partment has been tried in vain. These 
experiments have been conducted un- 
der direction of Agents Charles N. Ains- 
lee and W. J. Phillips. Both make daily 
reports to the department. They have 
taken into the infested region parasites 
by the million. The parasites have 
been unable to check the progress of 
the bug because of the cold weather. 
The abnormal temperature has not in- 
terfered with the bug, but it has ren- 
dered the parasite inactive. The reports 
to the department show that the bug 
breeds uninterruptedly in cold weather. 
This spring it has multiplied as never 
before in this country. 
F. M. Webster of the Bureau of 
Entomology, the highest authority on 
the green bug in the United States, 
admitted today that the bug had 
proved too much for the scientists. 
He said:

Worth, in witich he states that the 
rain crops orf Texas have been en- 
tirely destroyed. 

“I am inclined to the belief that he 
must be mistaken. Our reports from 
both Texas and Oklahoma show the 
crops have been damaged from 35 to 
50 per cent, but I don’t think any 
crop has been completely destroyed. 
I have an idea that with a week or 
ten days of warm weather and plenty 
Of sunshine -the crops can yet be 
Saved, although they will be badly 
damaged. 

“Unless that kind of weather comes 
soon the present green bug outbreak 
will be the more destructive than that 
of 1890. The bug did more damage 
that vear than in any other year since 
it first made its appearance in this 
country. Then it destroyed spring 
oats and other forage: crops as far 
north as Vincennes, Ind. There was 
not another bad green bug year until 
1901. The bug did much damage that 
year, but it did not get further north 
than Central Oklahoma.”

It charged him with collect- 
ing $300 a month from each of three 
regular gambling houses, three policy 
gambling concerns and $450 for the 
privilege of running slot-machine gam- 
bling devices in the saloons.

TEA DRINKING IS ON 
THE WANE IN AMERICA 


Reports Show Steady Increase in 
Importation of Coffee.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Americans 
are steadily forsaking the English habit 
of drinking tea and increasing their con- 
sumption of coffee. 

For the five years ending with 


the average annual imports of 
amounted to 816,570,082 pounds, and for 
the five years ending with 1906 tha 
average wes 956,517,166 pounds, showiny 
a steady increase in the consumption 
of coffee in the United States, while 
the contrary is true of tea. 

The importation of coffee in the cal- 
endar year 1896, less the quantity ex- 
ported, aggregated 804,692,275 pounds, ag 
compared with $43,652,918 pounds in 1906 
The quantity consumed was greater in 
1906, but the value was Jess than in 1896 
to the extent of $4,574,273. There were 
10,270,376 pounds less of tea imported in 
1906 than in 1896, though the value of 
the imports was $601,966 greater in 1906.

Theories as to Electricity. 
S OME authorities regard the electri 


current as a flow of electricity 

inside the sulistance of the wire, 
flowing in one direction. only, namely, 
from the part called the positive ter- 
minal to the part called the negative 
terminal. Others regard the current 
consisting of two movements going on 
at the same time, something called 
positive electricity flowing in one direc- 
tion along the wire, while an = equal 
quantity of something -c: alled negative 
electricity flows in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

Another hypothesis the 
rent consisted solely of minute electrical 
atoms calied “electrons,” atoms of 
negative electricity, flowing through the 
substance of the copper wire from the 
negative to the positive terminal, that 
is, in the opposite direction to that as- 
signed in the usual conventions of 
writers on electricity, It is certain that 
whichever of these conceptions is true 
—and they may all be merely different 
verbal modes of expressing the actual 
electric movement—the transmission 
of energy by the current takes place, 
not inside the conducting wire, but in 
the medium surrounding it. 
Generation of Electric Currents. 

Apparently electricity itself, whatever 
it may be, is as indestructible 
ter. We can neither creaie it de- 
stroy it. It exists, usually neutral ana 
{nert, everywhere. But man has dis- 
covered means of setting it into motion 
and of guiding it along conducting 
wires, and when there is a movement 
of electricity along a wire or around a 
circuit we describe such a flow of elec- 
triicty as an electric current. There are 
many contrivances for setting: up or 
generating electric currents; they are 
known as batteries, dynamos, 
electric machines, thermopiles and the 
like. None of them generates or cre- 
ates any electricity; what they do is to 
move some electricity which already ex- 
isted, and set it circulating in the 
mains. Electric currents are themselves 
quite invisible; we know them only by 
the effects they produce.

The cell is the source 
of the electromotive force which drives 
the current. The fuel in it, which con- 
stitutes the store of energy that is lib- 
erated by chemical action, is the metal 
zinc. Zine will burn. A bit of zine foil 
when lighted burns with a brilllant blue 
flame, giving out heat and light; so Wwe 
know that it is a fuel. But as a fuel 
it is inferior to coal, for one pound of 
zinc will give out When burned only 
about 1,800,000 foot-pounds in the form 
of heat. In our cells, however, we do 
not want heat, and we do not set the 
zine to blaze. We cause it. to burn in 
a quiet, cool, chemical manner by dis- 
solving it in acid or in some suitable 
chemical solution, and it gives out its 
energy not as heat and light, but silent- 
ly in an electrical way, expending the 
energy in pushing the current around 
the circuit. 

How [lectricity ls Measured. 

Commercially electrical energy is 
measured in kilowatt-hours. The kilo- 
Watt is about 1.34 times as great as the 
‘power; hence the kilowatt-hour— 
or unit-4s equal to 1.034-horsepower for 
hour. Or 1-horsepower for one 
is equal to .746 kilowatt-hour—or 
horsepower represents 33,000 
foot-pounds of work per minute or 1- 

000 foot-pounds per hour. 

The electrical units of measurement 
are the ampere, expressing quantity of 
current; the volt, showing the amount 
of electrical effort, or electromotive 
force, and the watt, which is the prod- 
uct of the number of amperes of cur- 
rent multiplied by the number of volts
